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PREFACE 

The  thanks  of  the  Society,  as  well  as  my  personal  gratitude, 
are  again  due  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  for  permitting  my  access 
to  their  muniments,  which  has  been  possible  even  since  war  began, 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Cathedral  in  allowing 
the  MSS.  necessary  for  this  volume  to  be  kept  in  an  accessible 
place.     They  have  once  more  contributed  to  the  cost  of  the  volume. 

The  fifth  volume  of  Registritm  Antiquissimum  appears  without 
the  facsimiles  of  charters,  which  contributed  both  to  the  interest 
and  value  of  the  preceding  volumes.  Owing  to  the  war 
it  was  impossible  to  take  the  charters  to  London  to  be  re- 
produced, and  it  is  therefore  intended  to  include  the  plates  both 
for  this  volume  and  the  next  in  a  portfolio  to  be  issued  when  con- 
ditions are  once  more  normal.  In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  seals 
of  quite  small  land-owners,  as  well  as  of  several  women  of  only 
moderate  rank,  this  postponement  is  much  to  be  regretted,  but 
we  may  hope  that  the  seals  of  John  son  of  Stepi,  Robert  of  Raithby, 
Avina  and  Richenilda  daughters  of  Athelstan  and  many  others 
may  eventually  be  produced  in  all  their  fineness. 

In  the  course  of  preparing  the  South  Riding  charters  it  was 
found  that  the  number  was  so  great  that  to  include  them  all  in 
one  volume  would  have  been  to  produce  a  book  so  unwieldy  as 
to  be  inconvenient  to  the  user  ;  for  this  reason  the  present  volume 
contains  the  charters  of  the  wapentakes  of  Wraggoe  and  Louthesk  ; 
those  of  Calcewaith,  Candleshoe,  Bolingbroke,  Hill,  Gartree,  and 
Horncastle  will  appear  in  the  subsequent  one.  The  numbering 
of  the  charters  in  the  Registrfm  Antiquissimum  is  confusing.  At 
the  end  of  the  thirteenth  century  a  scribe  filled  several  folios  with 
copies  of  charters  which  had  already  been  entered  at  the  time  of 
the  original  compilation.  His  object  was  not  clear,  as  the  earlier 
copies  were  all  transcribed  in  the  clear  and  correct  style  of  the 
first  scribe.  This,  together  with  the  modern  numbering  by  a 
duplication  of  numbers  distinguished  by  a  and  6,  gives  the  Wraggoe 
charters  a  somewhat   confused  appearance,  as  in  few   cases  has 
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it  been  possible  to  run  them    consecutively,    if    all   those  relating 
to  one  village  were  to  be  brought  together. 

The  documents  cover  that  part  of  Lincolnshire  from  within  a 
few  miles  to  the  East  of  Lincoln  over  the  wolds  to  the  marshland 
of  the  north-east  coast  of  the  county.  The  landowners  of  Wraggoe 
wapentake  make  grants  of  much  the  same  type  as  those  of  the 
North  and  the  West  Riding.  The  units  are  usually  a  toft  and 
a  croft  or  a  bovate  or  half  bovate  of  land.  There  are,  however, 
fewer  grants  of  pasture  rights  than  in  the  other  two  Ridings.  In 
Louthesk  the  grants  are  frequently  on  a  smaller  scale,  and  are  of 
three  or  four  acres  or  even  less,  rather  than  a  bovate  or  half  bovate. 
In  this  area  are  indications  of  the  saltworks  which  were  of  import- 
ance (nos.  1603,  1718-9,  1721),  and  the  particular  problems  of  the 
region  as  regards  drainage  are  indicated  in  references  to  the  sea 
dyke  (nos.  1719,  1721,  etc.).  The  Louthesk  charters  are  of  over- 
whelming interest  and  importance  in  their  illustration  of  the  survival 
of  the  free  peasantry  and  of  the  very  strong  Scandinavian  element 
in  that  region.^  The  prevalence  of  Old  English  and  Scandinavian 
names  is  such  that  the  original  forms  of  the  Anglicised  or  Latinised 
versions  found  in  the  charters  are  given  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who,  like  myself,  are  ignorant  of  the  Norse  and  Danish  languages. 
For  this  valuable  list  I  am  indebted  to  Miss  Dorothy  Whitelock, 
of  St.  Hilda's  College,  Oxford.  The  influence  of  the  Breton  element 
which  in  this  area  had  its  centre  in  Gay  ton  le  Wold,  the  head  of 
the  soke  of  the  Count  of  Brittany  and  Earl  of  Richmond,  is  shown 
in  the  appearance  of  such  names  as  Conan,  Coste,  Tenggi  and 
Wimarc. 

In  respect  of  place  names  it  is  interesting  to  notice  in  Holton 
by  Beckering  the  use  of  the  English  form  Bradegate  (p.  17)  and 
the  Scandinavian  form  Bretthegate  (j).  20)  for  that  road  referred 
to  on  other  occasions  by  a  classically  minded  scribe  as  Via  Lata 
(pp.   13-14). 

Several  grants  of  men  with  ciiattels  and  cliildren  {secta  or  sequela)

of  the  nianjh  orea.H.  Tho  <hartt<rH  hoi-e  print*>d  form  an  addition  to  that  series 
and  to  the  Transcripts  of  CharttrM  of  Gilbertinf  Hoii-Ho/t,   L.R.S.   xviii. 
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are  to  be  found,  one  so  late  as  1251  ;  in  the  last  case  two  of  the  sons, 
Gilbert  and  Richard,  Avere  expressly  exempted  from  the  grant 
(no.  1459).  Sybil  of  Benniworth  bought  Robert  son  of  Rannulf 
son  of  Seward  of  Hainton  from  Thomas  son  of  William  for  twenty 
shillings  and  two  talents  of  silver  and  could  dispose  of  him  as  she 
wished  at  her  death  (no.  1503).  William  son  of  Godric,  granted 
with  his  wife  Eda,  by  Rannulf  of  Withcall  to  the  church  of  Lincoln 
(no.  1580),  seems  to  have  obtained  his  freedom  and  prospered, 
as  his  son  Walter  married  Matilda  daughter  of  Ralf  son  of  Ernis 
who  was  a  person  of  some  substance  (nos.  1593-4).  An  interesting 
arrangement  was  made  by  which  William  handed  over  his  property 
to  his  son  and  daughter-in-law,  saving  possession  in  his  lifetime 
to  himself  and  reasonable  dower  to  his  wife,  with  the  promise  that 
he  would  maintain  the  young  couple  in  his  house  to  the  best  of 
his  ability. 

Another  grant  of  interest  is  one  made  by  Humphrey  son  of 
Walter  and  Alice  his  wife  partly  for  the  soul  of  their  dead  son 
Robert,  partly  because  Humphrey  was  unable  to  fulfil  a  vow  of 
pilgrimage  through  old  age  and  ill-health  (no.  1639).  In  one  case 
the  dean  and  chapter  made  a  grant  with  the  proviso  that,  should 
the  elder  brother  return  and  wish  to  claim  it,  the  grantee  must 
resign  the  land  to  the  grantors  (no.  1470).  This  seems  a  clear 
instance  of  a  state  of  affairs  which,  in  days  when  news  of  those 
who  had  gone  on  crusade  or  pilgrimage  or  to  war  was  difficult  to 
get,  must  have  been  of  no  infrequent  occurrence.  Another 
grant  was  made  of  land  which  had  escheated  through  felony 
(no.  1600),  while  in  no.  1697  it  is  clearly  stated  that  the  grantee 
shall  hold,  not  of  the  grantor,  but  of  his  lords,  the  dean  and 
chapter. 

There  are  few  deeds  dealing  with  parish  churches,  but  no.  1572 
is  interesting  as  an  example  of  obstruction  by  the  dean  and  chapter 
during  the  vacancy  of  the  see  when  the  prior  and  convent  of  Sixle 
wished  to  enter  into  the  church  of  South  Cadeby.  No.  1509  pro- 
vides a  residence  for  the  homeless  vicar  of  Hainton,  and  the  last 
charter  in  the  volume  records  the  appropriation  of  Kelstern  parish 
church  to  Thornton  Abbey  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  conventual 
church; 
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A  grant  by  Basilia  wife  of  John  of  Carlton  is  notable  for  the 
attestation  of  the  ruridecanal  chapter  of  Louthesk  and  of  ten 
women  (no.  1688).  Otherwise  there  is  little  of  note  in  the  diplomatic 
of  the  charters. 

No.  1459  contains  an  acquittal  from  suit  in  the  Riding  court  : 
a  reference  to  this  obscure  institution  is  always  of  interest.  In 
Hainton  occurs  a  reference  to  the  perch  of  sixteen  feet,  apparently 
the  local  measure  (No.   1507). 

Once  again  I  am  deeply  indebted  to  Professor  and  Mrs. 
Stenton  for  unlimited  assistance  whenever  it  was  asked  for,  as  it 
was  on  many  occasions.  Not  only  have  they  given  me  the  benefit 
of  their  knowledge  on  general  problems  but  both  of  them  have  also 
read  the  proofs.  To  ^Ir.  George  Dixon,  whose  kindness  was  pre- 
viously acknowledged  under  his  former  name  of  Gibbons,  I  am 
once  more  indebted  for  the  service  of  proof-reading.  The  corrigenda 
for  Volume  III  were  sent  by  Dr.  H.  E.  Salter  to  Canon  Foster  before 
his  death,  but  were  not  found  among  his  papers  until  lately.  The 
Chancellor  of  the  Cathedral  lias  supplied  me  with  corrigenda  for 
Volume  IV  :  other  corrigenda  were  sent  by  Mr.  Charles  Johnson,  who 
also  kindly  allowed  me  to  consult  him  on  certain  obscure  words. 
My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  staff  of  The  Hereford  Times  Ltd.  for 
their  admirable  work  in  the  preparation  of  the  volumes. 

My  final  thanks  are  once  more  recorded  to  Canon  Foster,  who 
gave  me  the  inestimable  privilege  of  continuing  his  edition  of 
this  superb  collection  of  charters.  It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that 
Lincolnshire  should  have  suffered  the  loss  of  his  immense  know- 
ledge of  its  history  and  topograj)hy  before  he  could  complete  the 
edition  of  its  finest  collection  of  twelfth-  and  thirteenth-  century 

records.

consecutively,  exce|)t  in  the  instances  specified  in  the  Preface, 
while  charters  which  are  not  included  in  it  are  inter])olated  in 
the  appropriate  places.  Each  charter  from  the  Registrum  Anti- 
QUissiMi^M  is  distinguished  by  having  its  serial  number  in  the 
cartulary  printed  in  Old  EngUsh  type  in  the  middle  of  the  page. 
The  interpolated  charters  are  marked  by  the  words  Add.  Chart. 
(Additional  Charter)  jjrinted  in  the  middle  of  the  page.  If  there 
is  an  original  charter  the  document  has  been  printed  from  that 
text,  and  if  there  is  no  original  document  the  text  of  the  Registrum 
Antiqi'issimum  has  been  preferred  to  any  other.  To  the  text 
from  which  a  document  is  printed  is  assigned  the  first  place 
under  the  head  of  •  Texts  '  ;  and  important  various  readings  in 
the  other  texts  are  given  under  '  Var.  R.' 

The  text  of  these  volumes  attempts  to  reproduce  the  documents 
letter  for  letter,  with  all  marks  of  accentuation.  Endorsements 
of  original  charters  earlier  than  the  seventeenth  century  have  been 
printed.  The  abbreviated  Latin  forms  have  been  extended,  and 
W'here  there  might  be  any  doubt  in  regard  to  the  form  intended 
italics  have  been  used.  The  compendium  which  frequently  occurs 
at  the  end  of  a  name  has  been  retained  unless  it  has  seemed  likely 
that  an  extension  was  contemplated,  and  for  such  extensions  italics 
have  been  used.  Since  the  use  of  capitals  in  medieval  texts  is 
arbitrary,  the  modern  use  has  been  adopted,  a  course  which  may 
serve  as  a  guide  to  the  sense,  and  also  help  the  student  more  readily 
to  catch  sight  of  names.  The  ]iunctuation  of  the  documents, 
though  sometime  capricious,  has  been  adhered  to.  Since  print  can 
never  be  a  perfect  substitute  for  an  original  document,  facsimiles  of 
some  of  the  most  important  original  charters  are  provided. 

The  historical  year,  beginning  1st  January,  is  used  throughout 
this  edition,  except  that  in  the  texts  of  documents  the  original  has 
been  adhered  to.

Note  :  From  this  and  the  three  subsequent  charters  it  appears  that  Alice  daughter 
of  Robert  son  of  Gilbert  of  Legboume,  also  called  La  Conestable,  was  married  to 
Humphrey  son  of  Walter  of  Saltfleetby.  Mr.  Farrer  in  Honours  and  Knights'  Fees, 
vol.  ii,  p.  108,  thought  she  married  Harold  son  of  Humphrey  who  was  in  fact 
her  son,  and  identified  her  incorrectly  with  Alice  widow  of  Harold  who  impleaded 
the  steward  of  the  Earl  of  Chester  in  1212  (C.R.R.  vi,  pp.  209-210).  This  Harold 
was  Alice's  brother  and  was  father  of  a  certain  Gilbert  and  died  before  1185  when 
William  son  of  Robert  of  Legboume  offered  ten  marks  to  have  the  wardship  of 
Gilbert  son  of  Harold  (H.  and  K.F.  ii,  p.  107).  Humplu-ey  was  apparently  dead  by 
the  Hilary  term  1203  when  Alice — through  her  son  Harold — was  suing  the  prior 
of  Legboume  for  the  advowson  of  Saltfleetby  St.  Peter  chiu'ch  (C.R.R.  ii,  p.  174) 
and  she  stated  that  Robert  son  of  Gilbert  had  given  her  the  advowson  on 
her  marriage  which  took  place  before  the  foundation  of  Legboume  Priory 
(L.R.S.  xxii,  no.  239).  Robert  son  of  William  son  of  Robert  son  of  Gilbert  was 
vouched  to  warranty  (C.R.R.  ii,  p.  305).  The  case  was  settled  in  Easter  Term 
1206  in  favour  of  Alice  {ibid.,  vol.  iv,  p.  105)  and  the  advowson  descended 
to  Harold  son  of  Humphrey  (L.R.S.  ix,  pp.  156,  181).

Note  :  The  endorsement  of  this  charter  is  apparently  erroneous,  although  at 
first  sight  the  attestations  of  William  the  clerk  of  Boston  and  Antony  son  of  Luck 
of  Leake  suggest  its  origin  in  Holland.  The  original  scribe  of  A  placed  it  with  the 
Skidbrook  charters,  but  Q2  entered  it  again  in  Holland.  Its  provenance  from 
Skidbrook  seems  to  be  proved  by  the  charter  of  Boniva  daughter  of  Basing  de 
Blaikemare  of  Skidbrook  printed  by  Professor  Stenton  (Danelaw  Charters,  -p.  399).
